Disinfectants are used as never be- 
fore in the world. The smell of the 
charnel house has been driven away and 
the whole city is filled with fumes of car- 
bolic acid and lime in solution. 

It is estimated that 300 bodies were 
cremated yvesteday. Many of the negroes 
left the task of cremation, overcome by 
fright and nausea. White volunteers 
took their places and the work went on. 
The men bandaged their noses and 
mouths in cotton cloths saturated with 
disinfectants and were relieved by other 
volunteers overy hour. 

Fires could not be started everywhere 
that bodies were found. The usual plan 
was to collect all bodies within two 
blocks in one spot and then build the 
funeral pyre. 

On the bodies of many women was 
valuable jewelry, but the men made no 
attempt to remove it and it was burned 
with the bodies. JOHN FAY.

GALVESTON, Tex., Sept. 15.—Many 
tragic scenes have been witnessed at 
the pyres upon which the bodies of the 
dead have been burned. 

Immense crowds have gathered 
witness these ghastly ceremonies. AS a 
rule they have been effectively held back 
by military police, but now and then 
a man ov woman would break past the 
line and dash toward the blazing pile in 
the frenzied hope of reclaiming from 
the flames the body of some loved one 
for whom all search had been in vain. 

There have been several suicides of 
those who have cast themselves in man- 
iacal despair upon these funeral pyres 
and there would have been many more 
had the rigor of the military cordon been 
more generally relaxed.

It isa fact, strange 
as it may appear, that in the eastern and 
southern portions of the city along a strip 
extending four blocks from the beach 
and two miles in length, it is impossible 
for most of the former residents to find 
the streets where they lived. This strip 
is almost clear of wreckage and is like a 
barren field. 

All Landmarks 

Wiped Out. 

Here and there is a stake or a plank 
curb, a slight depression clear of grass, 
showing where a house stood, but for the 
rest it is utter annihilation ¢f human evi- 
dences, so that not one person in a hun- 
dred can identify the stre:t om which he 
lived. This sudden and complete change 
in the appearance of ths city ‘as caused 
many to lose their home-love for ihe 
place. 

“This is no longer Galveston,” they 
say. “Galveston is gone,” and then they 
go, vowing never to return.

Town Resembles 

Huge Wash Day. . 

In the business section of the town pre- 
sents a remarkable aspect. The mer- 
chants have stretched ropes along the 
supports of the wooden awnings, which 
yet remain, and upon these they have 
strung damaged shirts, underwear, socks 
and other goods, making it resemble a 
wash day on a huge scale, though the 
clothing. on the lines is extremely dirty.

From the shattered windows of the 
residences standing one may see all sorts 
of wearing apparel, carpets, rugs, table 
linen and matting hung out to dry. Many 
families are living im houses keeled over 
like the leaning tower of Pisa.

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A powerful bull gored to death and fright- 
fully mutilated Charles Schaefer. a wealthy 
farmer of Madison County, Ill., just before 
noon Saturday morning. 

No one witnessed the killing. Mr. Schaef- 
er was 63 years of age and not engaged in 
active work about his farm. He went out 
during theforenoon, and when he did not 
return to the house shortly before the din- 
ner hour his son, Benjamin Schaefer, aged 
“7, went in search of the old gentleman, 

The young man searched around much of 
the farm before he finally found his father. 
When he did find him the discovery was 
fricshtful. The old gentleman had gone out 
into an open field in which there was pas- 
tured a vicious bull. 

When the son climbed the pasture fence 
his elevated position gave him an_unob- 
structed view of the field. He saw the bull 
acting strangely. Its head was down, and 
it waslowing angrily and pawing upon the 
ground something which the young man 
dt not recognize, until second view, as the 
mutilated body of his father. 

The bull was driven away, and young 
Schaefer carried his father’s bleeding body 
to the house. The old gentleman was dead, 
but his body was warm, and the tragedy 
was evidently not many minutes old when 
the sdén found his parent. The hoofs and 
horns of the bull had been equally em- 
ploved in the attack. Both had frightfully 
torn the old farmer, and but for the 
appearance of the son upon the scene the 
infuriated animal would hardly have de- 
sisted in the attack, even when his vietim 
had been killed.

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MEETING THE, QUICK RELIEF FROBLEM. 


How best to meet the demand for immediate relief for the 
homeless and ccstitute Galveston people has been the practi- 
cal question confronting those engaged in relief work. 

On Monday, when the extent of the calamity became known, 
there was but one thing to do and that was to place money 
in the hands of the authorities to purchase immediate neces- 
sarjes. "For this purpose the Post-Dispatch authorized Gov. 
Sayers to draw at sight for $000 as its own contribution and 
invited others to follow its example, 

But subsequently urgent appeals were sent for prepared ma- 
terials, food and all kinds of household supplies, which could 
be handed out at once to the sufferers. Chairman Steele of 
the Galveston relief committee, on Wednesday morning, sent 
out a moving dispatch, describing the awful destitution and 
saying, “Send us by special train disinfectants, prepared food, 
hay, grain, everything that can be used immediately for man 
and beast. Call on railroads for special] service and wire us 
credit for all money possible.” 

There could be but one answer to an appeal of this kind. 
The Post-Dispatch immediately began to equip quick relief 
cars in addition to the two relief trains and two steamships 
prepared for in New York, by the World and Post-Dispatch. 
These cars were for immediate wants. Car No. 1, supplied free 
of charge by the M., K. & T. Railway, was sent to Houston 
Wednesday evening, the same day on which the appeal was 
received. 

The donations of merchants were generous, but the short time 
limit made it impossible to fill the car with donated material, 
so that, in order that all the car space supplied free of charge 
might be utilized to the best advantage, the Post-Dispatch ap- 
plied some of the money contributed for the sufferers in pur- 
chasing carefully selected prepared foods, which could be dealt 
out at once as rations. This material was purchased at whole- 
sale cost prices and was transported free of charge so that 
the money was expended to the greatest benefit of the suffer- 
ers. The Post-Dispatch felt sure that contributors would 
approve the application of contributions in a way that would 
secure to the sufferers the greatest amount of relief at the 
least cost and in the shortest time. 

The Merchants’ Exchange! the produce commission mer- 
chants and others in and cut of St. Louis followed the same 
plan of using contributions of money to purchase ready ma- 
terial to be shipped free of charge. 

Thus the relicf committee in Texas were supplied with re- 
lief in two forms, ready material for immediate use and money 
with which to purchase necessaries as required—a combin- 
ation which seemed to meet all the requirements of relief. 

The Post-Dispatch relief car No. 2 is donated by the Wells- 
Fargo Express Co. It is now being filled with donations of 
foods, drugs, tents and household supplies. There is room 
for more donations of the same kind and any surplus will be 
forwarded free of charge. Donations should be delivered to- 
day. 

It is gratifying to the Post-Dispateh and all who have 
shared in the good work to receive praise from such a high 
authority as Miss Clara Barton, president of the Red Cross 
Society, who said: “The Post-Dispatch and the World started 
exactly right. What is needed at the scene of this horror is 
the means tv remedy it. Material even more than money is 
valuable now.”’

FROZEN DELICACIES. 


Frozen Caramel Cream. 

Put in 2 double boiler one cup milk, one 
cup cream, three-quarter cup sugar and the 
volks of three eggs. Beat well, then place 
over the fire, and stir till nearly boiling. 
When celd. add this slowly to three beaten 
whites, while stirring constantly. Put three 
tablespoonfuls sugar over the fire; stir till 
it turns vellow; add a little water and boil 
to a syivp. When cold, add it to the cream 
and freeze. In place of caramel, one tea- 
spoonful vanilla extract may be used. 


Coffee Mousse. 


Put four tablespoonfuls finely ground cof- 
fee in a small double poiler and add half 
a pint of boiling water; cover and let stand 
in a warm place 15 minutes; then strain. 
Return the strained coffee to the double 
boiler; udd the yolks of six eggs and six 
tablespoonfuls sugar; stir over the fire till 
nearly boiling or till it coats the spoon, then 
add one teaspoonful vanilla, and when cold, 
add one pint of whipped cream. Fill this in 
a mold; lay over a sheet of paper; then put 
on a tight-litting cover and pack the mold 
in rock salt and ice; lex freeze four hours, 
then serve. 


Spongada aux Peches. 


Pare and cut into pieces some ripe peach- 
es; press them through a sieve, and take for 
one pint of peach pulp one pint sugar 
syrup, two teaspoonfuls- vanilla extract, 
one and a half gills white of egg, not beat- 
en, and 10 bitter almonds pounded to a 
paste, with a little water. Mix all well to- 
gether and strain twice through a sieve; 
pour this tnto a freezer, cover and turn for 
five minutes; take off the cover, cut the 
frozen parts loose from the sides of the 
freezer; cover and turn again; repeat the 
operation ct cutting from the sides every 
five minutes. AS soon as the mixture be- 
gins. to thicken, remove the paddle of the 
freezer, work the mixture up and down 
with a large spoon and press it toward the 
sides ind bottom of freezer. As soon as the 
contents of the freezer have increased to 
double their size, add two tablespoonfuls 
marachine, and serve in glasses. 


EGGS PREPARED AU GRATIN.—Knead 
well together one tablespoonful of bread- 
crumbs, two ounces of butter, three 
chopped anchovies, a pinch of parsley, the

of salt, and dash of white pepper and some 
grated nutmeg. Place this mixture in a 
baking dish with an ounce of butter at the 
bottom.

FACTS ABOUT OYSTERS. 


Every year in the United States there are 
opened and eaten 3,000,000 bushels of oys- 
ters. Much of this enormous crop comes 
from the Chesapeake. More than twice the 
amount of oysters produced by all foreign 
lands put together comes from the Chesa- 
peake alone, according to Everybody's. In 
the last century its output of these mol- 
lusks has been about 400,000,000 bushels, sell- 
ing for $250,000,000. The industry is the sup- 
port of 225,000 persons outside of Baltimore 
city, which is the greatest oyster market 
in the world. 


It has been reckoned by the United States 
fish commission that the available oyster- 
growing area in the Chesapeake is about 
1000 square miles and that with proper culti- 
vation this area would be worth $100 an 
acre yearly. Already these wonderful oys- 
ter beds begin to show the results of reck- 
less overfishing and approaching exhaus- 
tion. There are three branches to the oys- 
ter business—raw shucking, steaming and 
the sale of the mollusks in the shell. The 
business of shucking raw oysters employs 
32,000 persons in Baltimore, who get 20 cents 
per “cup” of nine pints for the meats 0 
the oysters they open. In the same city are 
prepared nine-tenths of the world’s product 
of canned oysters. 

The oveter is as fixed and sedentary as 
the potate and its cultivation is just as 
easy. In Europe its propagation has been 
reduced to a scientific basis, but in this 
country only a beginning has been made. 
An oyster is ready for market in about five 
years. The bivalves have so much to con- 
tend with that pornare only one in 2,000,000 
lives to grow up and be eaten by. human 
beings. Tris is just as well ,for the descend- 
ants of cne pair of oysters, if all survived 
and grew to maturity, would in five genera- 
tions compose a bulk more than eight times 


the size of the earth. 


One thousand bushels of shucked oysters 
leave about 1100 bushels of shells, which 
accumulate in great heaps about the shuck- 
ing houses. The oyster shells landed on 
the shores of Maryland during the last 9% 
years have been reckoned at 12,000,000 tons— 
a quantitv twice sufficient to overload and 
sin every sailing vessel, steam vessel, 
barge and canal boat in America. The 
weight it more than the combined tonnage 
of all the steam vessels in the world. Un- 
til recently the shucking firms were obliged 
to pay money to get rid of the shells, 
now thev are able to dispose of them for 
half a cent to a cent and a half a bushel,
